Winter  flowering  Sweet  Peas  are  usually 
sown  in  September  for  a Christmas  and 
New  ear’s  crop  and,  of  course,  for  lasting 
well  during  the  winter,  they  can  be  grown 
in  a much  lower  temperature  than  is  re- 
quired for  most  blooming  crops  under 
I glass.  The  demand  is  always  great,  so 
that  they  should  form  a large  part  of  every 
florist’s  cut  flower  crop,  demanding  always 
a good  price.
